TIIE PRINCIPLE OF LIBERTY 


S om e things can be learned better by experiencing 
them than by hearing about them. 
All Americans have been hearing a great deal about 
the right to strike 
It has beoome almost a fuuiula- 
rm ntal of liberty. 
There is likely to be a inference between hearing 
about the right to strike and experiencing whnt hap­ 
pens when th at right is exercised. 
For it usually takes experience to prove that there 
are two side:, to the question, as there are to a, 
questions. 
If the right to strike is one of the fundamental 
liberties of Americans, then the right not to strike 
is the negative side of the ,-arne liberty. 
The non-striker lias Just as many rights to protect 
as th<- striker. 
It Is the attempt to protect those 
rights equitably and resistance to the attem pt which 
is responsible for most of the tension in strike areas. 
The situation If a reminder t hat the principle of 
liberty isn't worth much If it b applied to the ex­ 
clusion of the other fellow.
